Shut When Fire Was In 


Early Stage

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.— 


One of the most sensational 
stories-yet. heard in the fed- 
eral inquiry into the Morro 


- Castle disaster 'was related 


by a pretty 23-year-old girl 
here today. 


Miss Doris Wacker, Roselte Park, 


N. J., a passenger., on tlie ill-fated 
luxury liner, told the Department of 
Commerce investigating board that 
she saw the fire in the writing 
room alone. 
Three stewards were 
then throwing buckets of water on 
the fire, she said, but they did not 
close the fire-screen doors, which 
would have prevented the flames 
from spreading outside the room. 
Dickerson N. Hoover, chairman of 


the inquiry board, stiffened visibly 
as ttie girl made this startling dis- 
closure. 


No Fire Doors Closed 


Yesterday Hoover and his aides, in 


an inspection of the wrecked hulk 
of the Morro Castle at Asbury Park 
N. J., found none of the vessel's fire 
doors had been closed. Hoover said 
then if the fire-door in .the writing 
room could have been shut the ship 
probably would have been saved. 


Hoover asked Miss Wacker: 
"Are you sure the fire doors were 
not closed?" 


"Positive," she replied. 
"I was coming down from a deck 


when I saw the fire in, the writing 
room. 
- 
"There were no flames outside 
the room. The room itself seemed 
to us all afire on the inside, though 
I couldn't see much except smoke." 
"Three stewards we're throwing 


buckets of something into the room 
A girl, who had been sitting in the 
lounge adjoining, asked if she coult 
do something. 
The stewards told 


her no, that they could handle it. 


Smoke Got Worse 


"The smoke got worse and I asked

Through Store Windows 


Some vandal, between 2 and 3 


o'clock this morning broke the two 
large plateglass windows 
in 
the 


Emery Wall Paper store, 114 North 
Mill street. 
The vandal used bricks 


to accomplish the destruction, 
It 


was the second time recently that 
windows in that store. have been 
broken as a large piece of concrete 
was thrown through one of the win- 
dows a week ago Sunday morning. 


According to reports 
to 
police 


headquarters, a patrolman tried the 
door of the store at 2 o'clock this 
morning. It was locked and no win- 
dows were broken at that time. No 
suspicious characters were seen in 
the neighborhood, the officer re- 
ported. 


At 2:40 a. m., Myron Bice, 
a 
pharmacist, was enroute home and 
when he passed the store he dis- 
covered the broken windows. 
He 


called the police and John Emery, 
proprietor,. immediately. 


The holes in each window are 


large enough to admit an adult. The 
glass was scattered around the floor 
and the bricks were inside the build- 
ing. 
Each was found several feet 


from the hole. 


Asked today if he had reason to 


suspect anyone Mr. Emery said he 
had not, but in his mind the van- 
dalism grew out of a grudge some- 
one held against him for what, he j 
said he does riot know. 


Inasmuch as the vandalism has 


happened twice the police have been 
stirred into activity and a searching 
investigation is under way. 


Some years ago it is recalled there 


was an epidemic of brick throwing 
through windows of residences on 
the east side and it also stated that 
only recently a brick was thrown at 
a. West Side home.

were not insured and the estimated 
damage without the inconvenience 
has now reached $150.00.

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.— 


One of the most sensational 
stories yet heard in the fed- 
eral inquiry into the Mono 
Castle disaster was related 
by a pretty 23-year-old girl 
here today. 
Miss Doris Waeker, Roselle Park, 


N. J., a passenger on the ill-fated 
luxury liner, told the Department of 
Commerce investigating board that 
she saw the lire in the writing 
room alone. 
Three stewards were 
then throwing buckets of water on 
the fire, she said, but they did not 
close the fire-screen doors, which 
would have prevented the flames 
from spreading outside the room. 


Dickerson N. Hoover, chairman of 


the inquiry board, stiffened visibly 
as ttie girl made this startling dis- 
closure. 


No Fire Doors Closed 


Yesterday Hoover and bis aides, in 
an inspection of the wrecked hulk 
of the Morro Castle at Asbury Park, 
N. J., found none of the vessel's fire 
doors had been closed. Hoover said 
then if the fire-door in the writing 
room could have been shut the ship 
probably would have been saved. 


Hoover asked Miss Waeker: 
"Are you sure the fire doors were 


not closed?" 
"Positive," she replied. 
"I was coming down from a deck 


when I saw the fire in. the writing 
room. 
"There were no flames outside 


the room. The room itself seemed 
to us all afire on the inside, though 
I couldn't see much except smoke." 
"Three stewards we're throwing 


buckets of something into the room. 
A girl, who had been sitting in the 
lounge adjoining, asked If she could 
do something. The stewards told 
her no, that they could handle it. 


Smoke Got Worse

Judge McLaughry, In sentencing 
the man who last June confessed he 
found the body of the Dilley child, 
who had been missing from home 
nearly two weeks, dead on the floor 
of a house which he fumigated and 
had attempted to cremate the re- 
mains in a bonfire over which San- 
ders' two children toasted marsh- 
mallows, said that apparently the 
prisoner had no evil intent but that 
he had done a terrible thing in burn- 
ing the body. 


The case was the first on the Sep- 


tember sentence court docket and 
came after Sanders had entered a 
plea of nolle contendere two weeks 
ago.

harassed by hunger and a freezing 
temperature—an omen of the fast 
approaching 
Arctic winter when 


Nome will be icebound for eight 
months. 


The stricken populace of Nome's 


1,500 residents also was cheered by 
news that three coast guard cutters 
of the Bering Sea patrol were en 
route here at top speed from Dutch 
Harbor; that the steamer Victoria 
would arrive from Fox Seattle Sept. 
25 with several thousand tons of 
foodstuffs; that the steamer Dell- 
wood would sail as a special relief 
ship from Seattle Saturday with 5,- 
000 tons of food. 


Dazed and wan' residents also 


managed a warm smile when ad- 
vised of word f rom,the Alaskan cap- 
ital, Juneau. that Governor 
Troy 


was working out plans for federal 
relief to alleviate the critical situa- 
tion before the port of Nome Is 
closed within six weeks by the win- 
ter freezeup.

would have prevented the flames 
from spreading outside the room. 
Dickerson N. Hoover, chairm an of 
the inquiry board, stiffened visibly 
as tiie girl made this startling dis­ 
closure. 
No Fire Doors Closed 
Yesterday Hoover and his aides, in 
an inspection of the wrecked hulk 
of the M orro Castle at Asbury Park, 
N. J., found none of the vessel’s fire 
doors had been closed. Hoover said 
then if the fire-door in the writing 
room could have been shut the ship 
probably would have been saved. 
Hoover asked Miss W acker: 
•‘Are you sure the fire doors were 
not closed?” 
“Positive,” she replied. 
“I was coming down from a deck 
when I saw the fire in the writing 
room. 
“There were no flames outside 
the room. 
The room itself seemed 
to us all afire on the inside, though 
I couldn’t see m uch except smoke.”

No Officers Aiding 


"Did you see any officers or stew- 


ards aiding them?" Hoover asked. 


"No," the girl answered, "we did- 


n't know what to do. I remember 
asking dad what about the lifeboats, 
and he said if we needed them 
somebody surely would call us. 


"At ttiat time the left side of B 


deck was quite clear, but suddenly 
the flames shot along the 
full 


length of it, driving us to the right 
side. 


"I then heard the voice of Mr. 


Smith, the cruise director, trying to 
calm the passengers and urging 
them to go dorn to C deck. We 
went down there. 


"We still were not.greatly alarmed, 


but the smoke kept on spreading. 
Finally there began to be cries of 
'jump' and 'overboard'. We couldn't 
tell who was giving the orders and 
didn't know what to do. We could 
hear many people jumping over. 


Jump Into Sea 


"Then my mother cried, 'Oh, my 


feet 
are 
burning1—so then we 
jumped. 


"We called to each other when we 


got in the water, my mother, my 
father and I—and swam away from 
the ship. 


"We were in the water several 


hours before we were picked up by 
the Paramount fishing boat." 


The girl made no reference to the 


fact that her father was dead in 
her arms when the boat picked her 
up. 


Ask&d if she had noticed any in- 


toxication among the crew. Miss 
Wacker said: 


"The service was very bad in the 


dining room when we reached Ha- 
vana and one of the chief stewards' 
was quite put out about it.

The World War Day-By-D«y_ 


Sept 19, 1914-The Joyful tidings of 
the destruction of the Emden, the 
Beaded German lone wolf sea-raid- 
er had been announced again, and 
to celebrate the happy occasion, a 
^Tse company has assembled for 
Dinner at the British club In Madras 
As the Emden's officers were not 
aware of this, it was hardly their 
fault that the Emden's shells fell In- 
to the soup. 


The raid on Madras was one of

Other per- 


sons will go to bed with flueless gas stoves burning and windows closed. 
a very dangerous practice. 


One reason why carbon monoxide is so treacherous is because It Is 


colorless, odorless and tasteless. 
Unlike most other poisonous gases, it 


gives no warning of its presence. 
Carbon monoxide does not occur 


naturally but is a result of incomplete combustion. 
It is a gaseous com- 


pound of carbon and oxygen and may be observed burning with a pale- 
blue flame in fireplaces. 


Carbon monoxide is exceedingly poisonous. 
Early symptons are 


nausea and severe headache. 
When breathed, carbon monoxide forms 


R chemical compound with the hemoglobin of the blood, thus preventing 
the latter from carrying the oxygen necessary for life. 
Suffocation fol- 


lows quickly. 
Exposure to a concentration of one per cent will cause 


death in a few minutes. 


However, many victims of carbon monoxide poisoning have been re- 


vived through prompt medical attention and care. 
In this connection, 


the Western Pennsylvania Safety Council offers a few pertinent sug- 
gestions : 


Remove victim to fresh air quickly, keeping the patient well covered 


and warm. 
Apply the prone pressure method of artificial respiration 


Immediately and keep this up for several hours without stopping, if 
necessary. 
Meanwhile, have someone send fur the nearest doctor and if 


possible have the fire department, or perhaps the local public utility, bring 
an oxygen Inhalator. 
Victims of carbon monoxide poisoning have been 


resuscitated after as much as thirteen hours of continuous effort. 
Don't 


give up until rigor mortis (stiffening of the body) occurs. 


When patients are resuscitated, they should be kept in bed for sev- 


eral days under close observation because pneumonia frequently follows 
cases of gas asphyxia.

CHEMICAL GARDENING 


Kitchen-growri vegetables are seen as a nof far-off possibility in 


connection with' a German discovery now being utilized on a commer- 
cial scale. 


Through a special process developed by Dr. Paul Spangenberg, 


crops of maize and barley are grown in 10 days and without the use 
of soil. Instead of being planted in the ground, the seed are placed in 
trays arranged in tiers inside of a large metal cabinet. 
A chemical 


solution then is fed to the seed which germinate and in 10 days produce 
• crop ready to be harvested. 


The discovery is in practical use on the farm of Michal Parraday, 


grandson of the great electrician, in England. Each of the cabinets in 
•which the seed are placed has 10 sections, while each section contains 
eight trays. As eacli day's crop is harvested, more seed are planted, so 
that the farmer has fresh pasturage every day in the year for his cattle. 


The process has been patented and a company organized to market 


the cabinets. Orders are reported to be coming from all parts of Eng- 
land, and early production of the process in the United States Is being 
planned. Had it been in operation here at the outset of the drouth, 
cattle raisers might not have been forced to sacrifice their herds. 


The next step contemplated by the German scientist is application 


of the same principle to the growing of vegetables. This still is in the 
experimental stage. The ultimate aim is to produce smaller cabinets 
which can be kept in the home and be made to supply fresh vegetables 
nil the year round. 


Such a, possibility may seem fanciful. 
Yet, if fodder crops can be 


thus grown the production of vegetables in a similar way may become a 
reality.

The World War Day-By-Day— 


S*pt. 19, 1914—The joyful tidings of 
the destruction of rhe Emden, the 
dreaded German lone wolf sea-raid- 
er had been announced again, and 
to celebrate the happy occasion, a 
large company has assembled for 
dinner at the British club In Madras. 
As the Emden's officers were not 
aware of this, it was hardly their 
fault that the Emden's shells fell in- 
to the soup. 


The raid on Madras was one of 


the most daring of the Emden's 
many exploits. Capt. Hellmuth von 
Mucke describes it: 


"We approached to within 3,000 


meters of Madras. The harbor light 
was shining peacefully. It rendered 
us good service as we steered toward 
shore, for which we again take this 
opportunity to express our gratitude 
to the British Indian government. 
A searchlight revealed to us the ob- 
ject of our quest—the oil tanks 
painted white and ornamented with 
a stripe of red. 
A couple of shells 


sent in that direction, a quick up- 
leaping of tongues of bluish-yellow 
flame, streams of liquid fire pouring 
out through the holes made in our 
shots, an enormous black cloud of 
dense smoke, and xve had sent sev- 
eral millions' worth of the enemy's 
property up into the air, instead of 
down into the sea, as heretofore." 


When the Emden captured a ship, 


passengers 
and crew were taken 


aboard orie or more vessels accom- 
panying the cruiser. 
Tluis there 


were many enemy witnesses to the 
exploits of the Emden. Aboard at 
the time of the Madras attack was 
one whom von Mucke describes: 


"His was the unenviable duty of 


taking a bucket-dredger from Eng- 
land to Australia. No seafaring man 
can help sympathizing with the un- 
fortunate who has to conduct one of 
these rolling tubs, with a speed of 
no more than four nautical miles at 
best, all the way from Europe down 
to Australia. And so, from a purely 
humane standpoint, we could fully 
'appreciate this English captain's joy 
at being captured. Tears of grati- 
tude coursed down his weathered 
cheeks as he exclaimed, 'Thank God. 
that the old tub is gone! The 500 
pounds I was to have for taking her 
to Australia were paid to me in ad- 
vance.' "

Learned Many Things. 


"We learned many things that 


may be of use to us here," said Par- 
ker. "Our investigation was chiefly 
in England. There seems to be little 
in the continental systems of use to 
us."There appeared to be more satis- 
faction with the administration of 
the tax laws in England. There is 
more finality in the administrative 
actions, and the laws are more flex- 
ible. 
-"While people grumble about the 
rates they do not complain of the 
administration. 
For example, the 


British authorities don't hesitate to 
compromise a tax if a. man can't 
pay. The laws are enforced and re- 
spected, but I don't believe that they 
are as harsh as our tax laws." 
Granting of more power to treas- 


ury and Internal revenue officials to 
settle tax disputes,' it was pointed 
' out, -would avoid long delays in court 
fights. ' Plug Loopholes. 


While the experts started prepar- 


ation of their reports. Chairman 
Doughton (V) of North Carolina, of 
the house ways and means commit- 
tee, expressed belief that additional 
taxes can be avoided this winter. 


Work of the investigating commit- 


tee, he indicated, would be largely 
in plugging loopholes and revising 
administrative features.

inquest last night a coroner's jury 
comprised of Ralph Little, Elmer 
Greenham, George W. Wilson, Ed- 
ward Cain, Charles Ross and Ralph 
Connor established 
the 
death of 


Miss Hester Eicholtz, 15, as occur- 
ring on Sept. 8, at 6 a. m. in the 
Ellwood City hospital as a result of 
injuries incurred the previous eve- 
ning in an automobile accident about 
7:45 
on the Zelienople road, near 


Ellwood City. 


Place No Responsibility. 


There was no Intimation by the 


jury as to who was responsible for 
the accident which caused the death 
of the 15-year-old high school girl. 
The inquest conducted by Lawrence 
County Coroner Orville Potter re- 
vealed some interesting facts hereto- 
fore unknown. It brought out that 
Miss Jane Stevenson was-the driver 
of the car of which it was supposed 
that Chester Patterson was. And 
that their testimony of a third driver 
making an improper pass and forc- 
ing them off the road, was convinc- 
ingly and conclusively corroborated 
by Mrs. Ida Eicholtz, mother of the 
dead girl and driver of the other 
car figuring in the accident. 


Dr. B. M. Lawther of this city, who 


attended the deceased after the acci- 
dent, rendered an opinion that the 
girl had died of a fractured skull. 


C. W. Ford of Fombell, second wit- 


ness, testified that he had passed 
the Patterson car a few moments 
before the accident. 
It later de- 


veloped that he and the passengers 
of his car and the principals of the 
accident could recollect no other car 
passing the accident scene until after 
it had occurred. Ford asserted that 
he had been traveling in the direc- 
tion of Zelienople with several mem- 
bers of his family. 
When he at- 


tempted to pass the Patterson car 
he could see the Eicholtz car about 
1500 feet away on a knoll. He had 
traveled 500 feet on the left hand 
side of the road after passing the 
Patterson car, before moving to th& 
proper side. He then traveled about 
100 feet more and turned off to the 
right to go to Fombell, when a child 
in the back seat exclaimed that there 
had been an accident. Mr. Ford im- 
mediately went to the scene to ren- 
der assistance. 


Mrs. Marie Rodgers, his daughter, 


stated that she was In the back seat 
of her father's car and was unaware 
of the accident until the child made 
it known. 


Hears Crash. 


James Potter, a nearby resident, 


stated that he had heard the crash 
while in his barn which was about 
800 feet away from the scene. He 
told of finding both cars in a head- 
on collision and aiding the injured 
to reach the hospital.
